The original of this facsimile is in the British Museum 
(Press-mark C. 34, a. 12). The copy lacks the title-page, 
and on the fly-leaf are two extracts concerning Bale from 
“‘Wharton’s History of English Poetry, apparently in the 
handwriting of Edmund Malone. 

Another edition was printed in 1562 by Thomas Colwell, 
from which it would seem that there is no lacuna between 
G. iij. verso and G. iv. recto, and that “ Brybe is merely 
a blundered catchword. 

The portrait of Bale on G. ii. recto is as placed in the 
original ; and I have not thought well to utilize it, in perhaps 
a more fitting position, as a frontispiece. 

For particulars of Bishop Bale’s career— bilious Bale” 
Ai need not repeat what has been already sufficiently noted 
in the ‘Tudor Facsimile Texts” reprint of “ God’s 
Promises,’ save perhaps to add that in no other of his 
works is there so apparent his blunt savagery of speech 
against, and intolerance of, the Romish creed and practice 
as in “The Three Laws.” |
